Why Do Tenant Farmers Move? 
The past two months, as is us­ 
ually the case in the 
fall, 
has 
marked the sale of much farm pro­ 
perty in the rural communities of 
the state and the moving of farm­ 
ers from one farm 
to 
another. 
This frequency of moving or in­ 
stability of occupancy, very like­ 
ly is one of the chief causes for 
the decline of rural property, and 
is a hindrance to greater progress. 
Frequency of removal of farmers 
is one of the greater causes why 
the roads and bridges are gener­ 
ally in a poor condition, because 
the farmers, moving at frequent 
periods, are not particularly in­ 
terested in their upkeep. 
Farm 
buildings of such farms are not 
usually kept in good repair, as 
the man who is about to move will 
leave the repairs for the next ten­ 
ant to make. 
The same reasons 
will apply for lack of interest by 
the unstable farmer in the schools, 
churches, and general welfare of 
the community. 
The U. S. 
Census bureau, is 
gathering statistics on this unsat 
isiactory phase of 
country life, 
but so far, apparently, has 
not 
made exhaustive inquiry as to the 
г 
sons WIIY these farmers move. 
In our own community such an in­ 
quiry might throw light upon con­ 
ditions that could be changed for 
the better. 
This section of 
the 
country is noted for its open-han­ 
ded hospitality, but are we reallv 
as hospitable and as neighborly as 
we believe ourselves to be? 
Let 
us be honest with ourselves. 
Do 
we welcome the incoming tenant 
and try to make him and his fam­ 
ily feel that we would like to help 
them and make them permanent 
members of the community? 
If 
not, let us begin with the next 
new tenant, starting out with the 
idea that we will accept them as 
their own 
valuation and treat 
them as we would like to be treat­ 
ed under like circumstances. Are 
our ways, our habits, the 
local 
laws and regulations the sort that 
would naturally attract and wha* 
is more important, hold good set­ 
tlers—fill them with the desire to 
buy a farm in this neighborhood ? 
Let us stand aside and look at our­ 
selves, let us try to get the view­ 
point of the stranger, and if we 
are wrong, let us about-face. 
If 
we are hide-bound and stand-off­ 
ish, let us put the Golden Rule in 
operation. 
If our ways and hab­ 
its are not what they ought to he, 
h t us modify them. If our local 
laws and regulations are 
either 
too lax or too puritanical, we have 
the remedy at hand. 
Let us find 
out why farm tenants move from 
this locality and having learned 
the cause, remove it.

Memories of 1874. 
I have befor«* me a copy of the 
old reliable Comanche Chief, sent 
me by an old friend of my early 
boyhood, Joe Gaines. 
This wel­ 
come visitor brings up some pleas­ 
ant memories; also some that are 
tinged*with regret. 
If this dear old pioneer among 
the Texas papers will grant me a 
little Space, 1 shall be glad to re­ 
late briefly my first visit to Com­ 
anche county. 
As I well remember it was in the 
summer of 1874 that my Uncle, 
W. L. Mayfield and family; Untdc 
J. T. Woodall ; my elder brother 
and his young wife, in quest of 
the tickle goddess, 
“ Fortune,” 
whom so many have sought in the 
west, drove up to Uncle 
Henry 
AVoodall s 
place 
about 
fifteen 
miles south 
east of 
Comanche 
town. This was forty years age, 
and as we might suppose, time lias 
brought many changes. 1 met Joe 
Gaines for the first time since h* 
left Arkansas four years before. 
'I he county at that time was full 
of promise. being comparatively 
new and undeveloped. 1 was then 
fifteen years old, and as the woods 
were teeming with game, I was in 
a boy’s Paradise. 
After spending about two weeks 
very pleasantly together, my Un­ 
cle.
